We certainly received with unpleasant dis- 
appointment the news of the rebels having 
Clo se t d the Upper Potomac in force and or-cu- 
pied Frederick City, in Maryland We had 
hoped thai the crossing of the Totomac would 
be prevented by the arrangement- of Hallevk 
aad Md "lellan The rebels, beyond all doubt, 
have great expectations of an increase of nu- 
merical strength and important supplies from 
the occupation of Maryland, and there lamfc 
taialy tectnji to be great danger, that, if (hey 
be permitted to bold their position for any 
length of time or to advance without success- 
ful mastaaca. their expectation will be fulfill- 
ed. Unquestiouably thousands upon thou- 
sands in that State, restrained hitherto by the 
authority aad power of the Federal Govern- 
ment, will join the rebel* with arms, muni- 
tions, horses, he. But there is or at watt 
teems to be a strong hope at Washington that 
the whole of the rebels who have patted into 
Maryland will be captured or annihilated. 
Our owe hope of this would be stronger than 
it u if the rebel leaders bad not hitherto shewn 
so much generalship as rather to discourage 
any very confident expectation that they have 
permitted or will permit themtarret to be en- 
trapped. Ia Virginia, the advantage ia gen- 
eralship caaaot be justly claimed to have been 
on oar tide Our gain from generalthip has 
armeartd to be much hat than our lost from 
the waul of it. Yet much may probably be 
anticipated from the late changes in that very 
important department of war. 

Oar Government, ia the present exigeacj, 
evidently cannot afford to be either inactive or 
slow It mutt act at once with its whole 
energy and power. And this it is manifestly 
doing. Geaeral McClcllan marches at the 
head of his army, with three dayt' rations to 
encounter the rebel force in Maryland what- 
ever it may be. Whether troops tre left for 
the defence af Washington against a rebel 
force ttill remaining in front or whether the 
whole Federal strength is spared from the 
capital for the overwhelming of the rebels in 
Maryland, we are not informed, but we hate a 
right to presume that whatever it best in this 
matter has been or will be done, and that st 
any rate "Waahingtoa is ears ' for the present 
The rebels, whatever thair celerity of motion 
may be. cannot get to Baltimore, even if tbey 
dare to attempt it, without an awful battle.

roaocs WATiB-raoor Cloth.— This quality, 
tbr Scientific American says, is given to clash 
by simply passing it through a hot solution of 
weak glue and alum. This is what is done by 
paper makers to make writing paper, the 
very thing which constitutes the difference be- 
tween it tnd blotting japer, only cm cloth 
th- nap like the fur of the bearer, will pre- 
serve the cloth from being wet through as th< 
rain will not nfibcre hut trickle off as soon a.- 
it fall?, and moisture will not adhere at all. 

To apply it to the cloth, make tin a weak 
solution of glue and while it is hot add a piece 
of alum, about an ounce to two quarts, nnd 
then bnioh it over the surface of the cloth 
while it is hot. and it is a/tcrwnnl dried. Cloth 
in pieces may be run through this solution and 
then wrung out of it And dried. By adding i< 
few pieces of soap to the glnc the cloth will 
feel much softer. Goods in pieces may be run 
through a tubfull of weak glue, soap, and 
alnm. and squeezed between rollers. This 
would be a cheap and expeditious mode ol 
preparing them. Woollen goods arc preiwred 
by brushing them with the above mixture, 
first in the inside, then with the grain or nap 
of the doth, after which it is dried. It is best 
to dry this first in the air and then in a stove 
room at a low beat hut allow the cloth to 
remain for a considerable time to expel all 
tbe moisture completely. This kind of cloth, 
while it is sufficiently waterproof to keep 
out moisture and rain — being quite im- 
pervious to water— is pervious to tbe air 
Many fishermen know that by boiling theii 
pants, jackets, nets, and sails in a ]>ot w ith oak 
bark and fish skins, and afterwards drying 
them, they become waterproof. The compo- 
sition mentioned above is of nearly the tame 
nature at the fish glue and oak lark, and con- 
sequcntly the same effects are produced. The 
com]iosition is stated to he improved by add 
ing about one fourth the quantity of the sul- 
phate of copper to the alum. Cloth made 
waterproof in this manner will resist the cf- 
frctt of water even if it is somew hat warm, 
but it loses its waterproof properties if boiled. 
Persons who are exposed to the inclemency o: 
the weather will find it to their advantage, a* 
a means of preserving health, to prepare their 
clothes in the way we have described. Sev- 
eral corps in the French army are provided 
with porous waterproof cloth tunics prepared 
in t similar manner. They have been found 
very beneficial when the troops are in active 
sen ice. 

Mir The rebel* no doubt have invaded 
Kentucky at present for the twofold purpose 
of making a diversion in favor of the rebel 
army in Virginia and of supplying the rebel 
it generally with men and other necessa- 
ries of which the rebel territory is exhausted.

We puMisbed yesterday the recently 
enacted law which prohibits any person from 
solemnizing marriage until he has subscribed 
and sworn to an oath of loyalty to the State 
and Federal Governments, and filed it in the 
office of tbe County Court. The existence of 
this law should be extensively circulated, fur 
it* evasion is a misdemeanor subjecting the of- 
fender to a fine of from fifty to five hnndred 
dollars. The statute which heretofore pre- 
scribed who should solemnize marriage com- 
pelled a minister or priest to obtain a license 
from the County Court, given after the Judge 
was satisfied of his good moral character, and 
that he was in regular communion with bis 
religious society, and also to give covenant with 
good security to the State not to viulate its laws 
concerning marriage. Me is thus made an offi- 
cial of tbe Commonwealth, and as such ought 
to take the oath of office j.rescriW by the 
Constitution, nnd his license can at any time 
be revoked by the County Judge. Prior to 
the rtvition of our statutes an applicant for 
license to solemnize marriage had to take such 
an oath, but the revisers excluded that clause 
as expletive. Those, therefore , who think that 
the rights of conscience are invaded have not 
studied tbe legal history of the State. Our 
code makes all due provisions tor the members 
of religious societies, whose usage is to solemn- 
ize marriage a"t the usual place of worship or 
by consent given in the presence of the so- 
ciety; there are no restraints imposed upon 
these lorni- 

We learn with indignant 
many persons have applied tot 
from military duty on account of alienage, 
though they have long been residents, bare 
acquired property by act of law. and exercised 
the rights and enjoyed the franchises of citi- 
zens. The proper steps should be taken to 
bring these cowardly scoundrels to justice. 
Tbe poll-books should lie carefully examined, 
aad all who have heretofore voted, but now 
to a fraud, should be severely pun- 
ad their property, acquired by illegal 
means, escheated to the Commonwealth. An 
alien cannot hold real estate for a longer term 
than twenty-oue years under our State laws, 
and if be votes, without being naturalized, be 
can be fined from fifty to one hundred dollars, 
or imprisoned from ten to ninety days, or 
both. It it to be regretted that the law is not 
even more stringent than this, for there is no 

protection of agovernmcnt until it needs de- 
fcuce and then to repudiate all allegiance to 
For the purpose of ferrcltiug out those 
who have acted V us basely, the names of all 
ider the plea of alienage should be 
published, that every citiseu may have an op- 
portunity of scrutinizing the list and aiding 
to bring tbe guiltv to punishment. 

Small Baxx Notks. — The last Legislature 
authorized all the incori>orated bank- of the 
Commonwealth to issue notes of a less de- 
nomination than five dollars and it seems to 
us that those institutions arc not doing their 
duty to the community in withholding these 
Utues. It is true that it may cost something 
more to procure the plates and have the small 
notes engraved than it does the larger denom- 
natious, but as tbe banks were established for 
the public convenience their officers and direc- 
tors should reflect, that, in times like the pres- 
ent there is a large class of our population who 
have no large notes to deal with, and they are 
subjected to serious inconvenience if not to 
positive injury from the want of change. The 
banks ought to be liberal and not count the cost 
when they can render such great benefit to all 
classes of the community. The law which 
prohibits the circulation of the small bank 
notes of other States aud imposes a heavy 
penalty ou those who present or receive them, 
is a dead letter on our statute books, simply 
because tbe imperative necessity of business 
men demands their use. If our bauks would 
afford the proper circulation these foreign bills 
would soon be excluded and our currency be 
in a much more healthy condition. 



We undersUud that Col. Hunt, Provost 
Marshal of Henry, is now at the Fair Grounds 
near this city, organizing a battalion for the 
pursuit and capture of the guerilla bands that 
are infesting his own and the neighboring 
counties.

The Eiuhteentii Kkxttcky.— This regiment 
fought most gallantly and suffered most severe- 
ly in the disastrous battle of Richmond. It 
has won for itself a proud and enduring place 
in the memory of Kentuckian?. 

Col. Warner, its noble commander, is now 
a prisoner at Richmond, and. though serionsly 
wounded, is, as we announced yesterday, 
gradually recovering. We am not apprised 
particularly a* to the remaining casualties iu 
tbe regiment but they are unusually numer- 
ous and severe, among With officers and men. 
Tbe regiment was almost literally cut to 
pieces. 

IQTThnc deserters from the rebel army at 
Savannah reached Hilton Head ou the -'- 1 
ult. They assert that the majority of the peo- 
ple in Savannah are tired of the war. Poor 
folks arc starving, aud all are suffering. The 
rebel garrison of Savannah consists of five 
thousand men, under General Mercer. The 
work ou the rebel ram Fiugal is going on. 
She will not be ready for five weeks. The 
floating buttery Savannah is conceded to be a 
failure. A large side-wheel steamer, loaded 
with arms, supposed to be the Nashville, is 
now at Savanuah. having mu the Union 
blockade, via Warsaw Sound. 

JnjrThe instructions to all military and 
civil officers issued on Sunday from the War 
Department contain the gratifying informo- 
tion that the necessity for the stringent en- 
forcement of previous orders no longer exists, 
and the restrictions upon travel are rescinded. 
Arrests for avoiding the draft and other dis- 
loyal practices are hereafter M l>e made only 
upon the express warrant of the Judge Advo- 
cate or by the directum of tbe military com- 
mander or Governor of the State in w hich 
they become necessary. 

Rebel Motkmekts n Pendleton Cocsty. 
A gentleman arrived at Covington on Mon- 
day from Pendleton county in order to keep 
out tbe way of the rebels. He states that the 
rebel sympathizers, anticipating the speedy 
arrival of the rebel army, are committing all 
manner of outrages. The Union men are ar- 
rested wherever found, and immediately dis- 
armed. They have taken possession of the 
town of Demossville, only twenty-five miles 
from Covington, and seized all the guns in the 
place.

It is said that a foraging party, which left Gen. 
Morgan's camp at Cumberland Gap on Thurs- 
day, encountered a party of rebels seven miles 
south of the (jap, and that a fight ensued which 
resulted favorably to tbe Federals.

A Leaf ekoh Histoby.— The Philadelphia 
North American publishes a letter addressed 
to John M. Clayton by Mr. Benton in iiij, 
apparently written to illustrate and support 
some part of the thirty years' history then in 
progress. This latter letter is lost, probably 
being destroyed at the fire in Mr. Benton * 
house in Washington in 18JC, but it undoubt- 
edly gave new facts in support of the position 
taken by Mr. Benton toward the Calhoun 
disunionists, and it would be extremely valu- 
able now for the light it would throw on the 
origin of the rebellion. The letter of Mr. Ben- 
ton is as follows: 

JctY 21, 1855. 

Dear Sir— Many thanks for your letter just 
received. You say nothing about its use. but 
upon the strength of it I can state what relates 
to the index, making no reference to the source 
ot information. It would be good if the whole 
letter could lie published. It is entirely coin- 
cident with what my history is disclosing. 

I hope you saw the chanter on Mr. Callioun 3 
admission of support of the Missouri Compro- 
mise. It is a heavy blow upon his followers, 
who are not a political party, but a sect follow- 
ing their prophet and propagating his doc trines, 
and to whom a proof of fallibility is a stumb- 
ling block. 

Believe me, the feeling for disunion is be- 
coming current in the : lave States, and almost 
uuanimous in some of them, and a letter like 
yours would do good in staying it. The 
slavery question is a cover for the real motives, 
which are, with jwliticians, smbikion; with 
the masses a belief that the Union w ork? to 
the disadvantage of the South, nnd thai titer 
will do better separated.

This hurried note opens to us a whole scene 
of joint effort by these two statesmen lo ex- 
pose and defeat the treasonable purposes of the 
Calhoun school. The friend who furnished 
this letter, and who is the custodian of Mr. 
Clayton's papers, informs the North American 
that Mr. Clayton and Mr. Benton had several 
interviews in the latter part of their lives, and 
a good deal of correspondence in regard to 
the event which they both seemed greatly to 
fear would soon come to pass. As early as 
the spring of 1855 they suspected the ex- 
istence of a secret order in the South, and cor- 
responded in regard to it. Mr. Clayton also 
predicted, in 18j'J, that one of the candidates 
for the Presidential chair then announced 
would ultimately reach that long desired po- 
sition, and would ruin the country when he 
got there, by want of firmness and 
principle on this question of disunion. 
The calamity came as predicted. This 
giant growth of Southern treason, from the 
germ originating with Calhoun, is the wonder 
of the age. Statesmen of the time of Chiyton 
and Benton saw and fought it to an extent 
which few of us had previously known or be- 
lieved, and which is only now disclosed as the 
nation's tragedy reaches its climax. They 
feared the succession of men of infirm purpose 
and little principle to the Presidency, and they 
hail reason for such fear. When tbey coun- 
selled together in 1855 as to tbe best means of 
meeting and defeating tbe insidious 1 grow th of 
the nullifier s ambition and of tbe delusions of 
their followers, they were entitled to a degree 
of honor we then little appreciated. Whether 
it was in their power or ours to avert the 
present calamities we cannot say, but it cer- 
tainly was not with the Presidency in the 
hands which held it from 1850 to 18C0, nnd 
with a cabinet controlled by Floyd, Cobb, and 
Thompson. 

19" Up to this hour, we have received noth- 
ing further of importance relative to the move- 
ments ol the rebels in Maryland or the move- 
ments of Gen. McClcllan to meet or overtake 
them. W« suppose, however, that the absence 
of intelligence is ascribable to the reticence of 
tbe United States authorities. No doubt great 
operation* are on foot upon both sidee, but the 
telegraph is not permitted to report them. For 
the present we arc allowed, probably for good 
seasons, to know ouly important results, and 
none of these have occurred since the crossing 
of the upper Potomac by the rebels. 

It is undeniable that great apprehension and 
great dissatisfaction exist in Baltimore and tbe 
Eastern cities and are freely* and even violent- 
ly uttered by the press. The complaint is of 
the alleged inefficiency ofthe Government and 
the want of harmony or energy or capatiry 
or all on the part of the United States Gen- 
erals. Still, in all quarters, the deepest and 
most terrible determination is expressed that 
the rebellion, however great its temporary 
uccesses may be, shall be put down, no mat- 
ter if the task cost millions and millions of 
lives. The voice of destiny itself, speaking 
from the centre of the earth or the centre of 
the sky, could not be sterner or more majestic. 

We are unable to say whether the great 
rebel army in Mary land was at the last dates 
striking for Baltimore or Pennsylvania, but, 
no matter what its destination may have been, 
no matter whether its plan may have been to 
advance or to retreat, there is no room for 
doubt that Gen. McClellaa, at the head of his 
decimated but magnificent and resolute army, 
combiuing the myriads of veterans of the Po- 
tomac aud very heavy reinforcements, 
was already upon the march to give 
battle. The last information from Wash- 
ington is that Gen. Banks is ' in com- 
mand of the defences of the city during 
Gen. McClcllan's absence," and of course it is 
certain that the latter is on his way to a field, 
which, .though now perhaps green with grass 
or beautiful with flowers or luxuriant with 
harvests, is destined to bear, through all the 
generations, u name indissolubly associated 
w ith visions of blood and horror. What the 
result of the conflict will be, it is in vain for 
human sagacity or wisdom to undertake lo 
predict. The news will soon come like a 
thousand thunders upon the winds, ami we 
await it with trembling hope and trembling 
confidence . 

Js_~ The obligations of patriotism require 
every man to resist both the moral and physical 
enemies of his country. In times of peace he 
s bound to contribute by preceptand example 
to the mainteuance of that integrity and in- 
telligence which constitute the foundation of 
our liberty. He is to ferret out aud destroy 
corruption, demand imbecility to stand aside, 
and quicken into activity every element of 
national prosperity. The demands of peace, 
however, are so mildly made, aud individual 
responsibility is so easily met, or at least ex- 
cites so little of either praise or censure, that 
men arc hardly conscious of their relations to 
their government. But in times of war these 
relations become more sharply defined. No 
one but a stolid lump of clay in which every 
sign of noble life is extinct can fail to perceive 
them, und nothing but the most hideous trea- 
son can refuse to perform the duties spring- 
ing out of them. The destruction of a 
good government is certainly a greater evil 
tfiun a war to defend it. Our government is 
a good one,— indeed we think it the best on 
earth. A terrible attempt by wicked leaders 
and their deluded followers it now making to 
destroy it. What then is the duty of the peo- 
ple to whom the government belongs ? Mani- 
festly to defend it; to defend it with the hut 
drop of their blood and the last dollar of their 
treasure. But who are the people? Reader, are 
you one of them? Are you an American citi- 
zen? or are you an alien in feelingand in fact? 
If not, then how does your account stand with 
your government your great lx?nefactor? In 
the hour of that government's need how ha ,- e 
you repaid it for the individual peace, pros- 
perity, and fireside happiness you have en- 
joyed under its protection ? if you have done 
your duty, then shall it be well with you; 
but if you have stood idly in the w-ay, cower- 
ing with fear, refusing to risk your life and 
property and to pledge your sacred honor for 
its preservation, you are a base ingrate, and 
deserve to live in a land infested with gueril- 
las, w here murder and robbery stalk abroad 
alike at midnight and midday, and where law 
is unknown. Now is the day for our coun- 
try's salvation, and let him who faib to do 
his duty be visited with the anathemas of the 
loyal, aud be regarded as an outcast, against 
whom every honorable man s hand shall be 
raised and the shafts of every no'de woman * 
scorn be burled.

Col. SHACKLxroBD.— We regret to learn 
from the Evansville Journal that this gallant 
officer has returned from his pursuit of John- 
son, severely and painfully wounded in his 
foot. 

It is reported by scouts that the guerillas 
after firing on tbe Federal troops, scattered 
through the brush, and did not return to camp 
until next morning, supposing that Foster nnd 
Shackleford held it with all their forces. The 
gratification of the rebels upon finding the 
camp, guns, nnd stores unmolested, may be 
imagined. Johnson has removed his camp to 
some other locality. 

The Journal has gathered the following 
fa^ts and particulars from an officer of Shack- 
leford's regiment, whx> was in the fight and 
whose account will not differ materially from 
tbe official report of the fight. It seems that the 
rebels were fairly drisen from their camp and 
finally routed, and their ramp burned, and 
nothing but the want of ammunition and an 
officer to lead his forces after Colonel 8. was 
wounded, prevented his pursuing and utterly 
dispersing the guerillas. 

On Sunday last Colonel Shackleford learned 
that Johnson was iu the neighborhood of 
Madisonville, when he and Col. Foster started 
in pursuit with cavalry, infantry, and nrtillery. 
Sbackl.ford came up to the guerillas ntMor- 
ganfield and dispersed them, faking several 
prisoner* find killing a few men. Here Col. 
Foster turned off towards Slaughterville where 
he had a fight an account of which we have 
published. Col. Shackleford with three com- 
punie* of cavalry started toward Casey vine, in 
which direction Cot Johnson, Lieut Col. Mar- 
tin, and Major Scobec, had gone with the arms 
captured at L'niontowu. having one piece of 
artillery. He determined to give the rebels, 
who were estimated at 200 to 800 stroag, a 
tight 

On Wednesday morning he found the rebels 
near Cleyger * Lake, drove them from their 
camp and took possession. The rebels opened 
tire on him across the lake, when Col. Shac kle- 
lord dismounted all tbe men he had armed with 
carbines, about 75 or 80 in number, and fought 
them until his ammuuition gave out when he 
ordered his men to fall back. The enemy then 
recrossed the lake, thinking Shackleford was 
retreating. But he quickly formed line of bat- 
tle, und as the rebels were advancing do« n 
the lake, he charged upon them, when he had 
his loot torn to pieces by a slug of lend fr\,m 
their canuon and had ahorse killed under 
him. He drove the rebels hack in confusion, 
and having no officer to Isad the men in pur- 
uit he burnt their camp and gun», nnd fell 
back in good order. The casualties on the 
part of Col. Shackleford were 8 wounded, in- 
cluding himself. His men behaved most gal- 
lantly during the entire fight. 

Recaptcbe or Clabxsvillb. — We are grati- 
ed to learn that Clarksville has been Stjajm> 
tured by a detachment of Federal troops sent 
out from Fort Donelson by command of Gen. 
Grant. They crossed to the north side or the 
Cumberland river and came upon the rebels at 
Providence, some two or three miles west of 
Clarksville, where tbey were lodged in rifle- 
pits, from whence they were soon shelled. 
They then took refuge in a stable and subse- 
quently in a brick house, but were driven from 
lioth and across Red rirer. The rebels, under 
Lieutenant-Colonel Woodward, then retreated 
through the town and took the road towards 
Russcllville, but afterwards branched off 
towards Christian county. The Federal 
officer in command sent in a flag of truce 
demanding a surrender, upon which the citi- 
zens laid down their arms and returned 
to their ordinary avocation*. The messenger 
who was despatched to Lieutenant-Colonel 
Bristow, of the Eighth Kentucky Cavalry, at 
Russcllville, was intercepted, so that we have 
no minute particulars of the fight. The rebel* 
made no attempt to defend the town, but 
passed through it in their route very hurriedly. 
The citizens who were found in arms, but laid 
them down upon the summons to surrender, 
are doubtless those who so willingly aided 
Woodward to capture the city from Col. Rod- 
ney Mason, and afterwards treated the Union 
residents with great cruelty. If our surmise 
is correct we trust that proper retribution will 
be visited upon them, and that the wrongs of 
loyal inhabitants will be amply avenged. . T>|

8t_~ Citizens from Shelby ville who reached 
here last evening state, that from ten o'clock 
on Monday night until breakfast lime yester- 
!ay morning, there was a nearly continuous 
stream of rebel cavalry passing the Bardstown 
pike, about ten miles south of Shelbyrille. 
On their march tbey impressed wagons and 
stole horses. It seemed to be the impression 
that they were on their way to Lebanon, but 
some pickets, who were fallen in with, Taunt- 
ingly said that their destination was Louis- 
ville. Our accounts are not very full, but 
there seems no doubt that the rebeb arc mak- 
ing some movement and that this advance was 
a feint to cover their real designs. They may 
be already pieparing to leave the State, as they 
must be convinced by this time that they can- 
not long occupy it.

Disnrios the Arrow or Death.— Ia the 
March of 1331, Mr. Webster accepted a public 
dinner from the citizens of the great commer- 
cial emporium of the Union, tendered ia ac- 
knowledgment of his services daring the ses- 
sion of Congress that had just c'osed, the chief 
of which was his immortal reply to Hayne. Mr. 
Webster's speech at this dinner was one of the. 
happiest and noblest of hit life. A New Yofk 
contemporary has lately reproduced from it for 
the sake of local effect a passage which though 
given up to New York was meant for the na- 
tion or at any rate belongs to it. We accord- 
ingly republish the passage for the sake of 
general effect. 

After a few words of personal acknowledge- 
ment. Mr. Webster proceeded thus: 

In this great emporium, at this central point 
of the united commerce of the United >Lit>~. 
of all places, we may expect the warmest the 
rao-t determined and universal feeiiag of at- 
tachment to the national governmcut. Gen- 
tlemen, no one can estimate more highlv than 
1 do the natural advantages of your city. No 
one entertains a higher opinion than myself, 
also, of that spirit of wise and liberal poliev 
which has actuated the government of vour 
own great state in the accomplishment of 
high ohjects, important to the growth and 
|>ro-(H rity both of the state and ritv. Bat all 
these local advantages, and all thia'enlighttn- 
ed state policy, could ncr er have made your 
city what it now is without the aid and pro- 
tection of a general government eitendiug 
over all tbe states, and establishing for all a 
common and uniform system of commercial 
regulation. Without national character, 
without public eredit without systematic 
finance, withont uniformity of commercial 
laws, all other advantages possessed by this 
city would have decayed and perished like 
nnripe fruit. A general government wat, for 
years hefore it wat instituted, the great object 
of desire to the inhabitants of this city. >ew 
York at a very early day wat conscious of her 
local advantages for commerce. She saw her 
lestiny, and wat eager to embrace it. But 
nothing else than a general government could 
make tree her path before her and set her for- 
ward on her brilliant career. She early saw 
ill this, and to the accomplishment of thia 
,'reat and indispensable object she hcol up 
every faculty and exerted every effort. She 
•vas not mistaken. She formed ao false judg- 
ment. At the moment of the adoption at the 
Constitution New York was the capital of one 
>late, and contained thirty-two or three 
thousand people. It now "contains more 
ban two hundred thousand people. 
+nd is justly regarded at the Com- 
mercial capital, not only of all the United 
>tatr*. but of the whole continent also, from 
the Pole to the South Sea. Every page of her 
•iisutv for tbe last forty years bears nigh >ind 
irresistible testimony to the benefits and bless- 
ngs of the general government. Her aston- 
ishing growth is referred to and quoted all the 
world over as one of the most strikiatj proof- 
4 the effects of our Federal Union. To sup- 
.iose her now to be easy and indifferent when 
lotions are advanced tending to iu dissolution, 
would be to suppose her equally forgetful ot 
he past aud bhud to the present alike igno- 
rant of her own history and her own interest 
metamorphosed, from all th.it she has 
been, into a being tired of its own 
prosperity, sick of its own growth and great- 
ness, and infatuated for its own destruction. 
£very blow aimed at tbe union of the States 
-trikes on the tenderest nerve of her interest 
.nd her happiness. To bring tbe Union into 
lebate is to bring ber own future prosperity 
mto debate also. To speak or arresting tbe 
laws or the Union, of interposing State pow- 
er in matters of commerce ana revenue, of 
«enkening the full and just authority ofthe 
general government would be. in regard to 
his city, but another mode of apeaking of 
ommercial ruin, of abandoned wharves, of 
vacated houses, of diminished and dispersing 
Imputation, of hankrupl merchants, of me- 
chanics without employment and laborers 
without bread. The growth of this city aad 
the Constitution of the United States are 
coevals aud contemporaries. They began to- 
gether, they have nourished together, and if 
rnahness and folly destroy one the other will 
follow it to the tomh.

This 
would lie cause sufficient enough. Everything 
arse, in the common fortune or communities, 
the may hope to resist or to prevent. But thia 
would be fatal as the arrow of death.

the same magaificent speech. Having turned 
aside, under the strong influence of the recol- 
lection* or the place and of the occasion, to 
pay those tributes to Hamilton and Jay and 
Livingston aud Madison which are aa death- 
less as the language, Mr. Webster returned to 
the keynote of bis speech in terras which apply 
the passage above-quoted as we would bow 
apply it, though certainly in a manner which 
none but himself could equal. We adopt his 
words, many of which derive particular *ig- 
niticance from the juncture that is apua us. 
"Gentlemen," be continued, "what I have s»id 
ofthe benefits of the Constitution to your city, 
might be said, with little change, in respect to 
every other part of the cauotxy. Its benefits 
are not exclusive. What has it left undone, 
which any government could do, for the 
whole country ? In what condition has it 
placed us? Where do we now stand? Are 
we elevated, or degraded, by its opera- 
tion? What is our condition under iu 
influence, at the very moment when 
some talk of arresting iu power and breaking 
iu unity ? Do we not feel ourselves on an 
eminence? Do we not challenge the respect 
of the w hole world • W hat has placed us t has 
high?

What else is it but the unrestrained and free 
operation of that same Federal CoostAhatioa, 
which it has been proposed now to hamper, 
and manacle, and nullify? Who it there 
among us, that should he find himself on any 
spot of the earth, where human beings exist, 
and where the existence of other aations ia 
known, would not lie proud to say, I am an 
American | I am a country man of Washing- 
ton?

Our 
government has been tried in peace, and it hat 
been tried in war; and hat proved itaelf 
fit for both. It hat been assailed 
from without and it has successfully resisted 
the shock ; it has been disturbed within, aad 
it has effectually quieted the disturbance.

It is needless now to explaia tbe coastantlv 
changmg dtspneitioB of forces during the dsv.- 
wb.c-h followed the defeat of ftaturdav. Three 
corps at least remaiBed at CentreeiUe on Mon- 
day, aad were scattered over the broad slopes 
af the hill on either tide of the road in un- 
military disorder. They had never been in 
mats no more had the' rest of the army since 
th< retreat There was bo head tn pnt tlicin 
in order. There was no order in any depart- 
ment of the service.

typographical clearness and skill, laid to me 
that one glance at tbe hillside was enough to 
show that there was no General at the head 
of the army encamped there.

The troops were 
half fed, or lad irregular! v. Regimental wag- 
oat war* nnloaded, and ordered to Alexan- 
dria for food and forage Then the order was 
countermanded, and th' y were reloaded and 
ordered to the rear. Brigades without smv 
pb*a were tent not on th* Banks and in front, 
and left there without wagons to shift for them- 
-< > , — ] suppose to BhfctM on the conalrv; 
and from tbe country th-v might have gath- 
ered scanty grass and. It in the woods, leaves 
for their homes for the men, nothing. But 
if a General, on the eve of a battle cannot sup- 
plv hit troops with powder, it is use- 
less to expect they shall W fed. 
I need not maltiply Instances. There 
Was mismanagement everywhere, because at 
headquarters there was incompetence, con- 
fusion, no tettled plans, no head. Tbe army 
was not ao much disheartened as enraged— 
willing to fight but not willing to he fjtrrl- 
ficed— denouncing, with a unanimity that had 
no exception, the incapacity a hich had ceased 
their defeat. No one believed that the com- 
bined lorceof the rebels were in front; and as 
for ths battle of Saturday, the men, the offi- 
cers, the Generals who fought it. confess with 
shame and anger, that they were beaten by 
hair their number. Tb* army was not de- 
feated, its commander was out-gencralud. He 
neither knew where his enemv was, nor would 
suffer himself to he informed. He was warned 
that the enemy was massing on his left— every 
soldier knew it, but be dislielieved and denied 
it; tent batteries and troops to the right, to 
the centre, to the rear— every where but where 
they were w anted — then, in a moment, found 
himself surrounded, enveloped, crushed, and 
defeated McDowell was censured not less 
severely than Pope. With the latter hit ad- 
rice wat laid to have had undue controlling 
inff uence. "The only order Pone gave was 
the order to retreat ' McDowell fought the 
battle. Pope leaned only on his advice — 
vielded him command throughout. It wat a 
blunder from the beginning. It it aw hi 
said an officer, to fight under McDowell. I 
shall do my duty as an ontcer, but we shall 
lose every battle where he commands. I do 
not know whether I have beard treacberv or 
imbecility most frequently imputed to'Mc- 
Dowell. rtrh»n* oftoaaat ha has given tbe 
lit of the alternative.

No order of battle was communicated 
to Generals of any rank. Generals of corps 
were not told who supported them, who was 
on their right or left, w hat movements con- 
cerned their own commands or position, or on 
what plan the battle wat fonght. I asked a 
question about the plan. Hir. there was no 
plan. We knew nothing Imt what we dis- 
covered for ourselves. I do not know to 
tin- hour who wat on my right. I asked, 
not usual to inform Generals of corps "I* it 
or divisions on such points?' Csual! 
The General who neglects to do it 
it an imbecile: A commanding hill 
in our poatenhon wat threatened by a hostile 
movement in force. General Pope was In- 
formed, aad asked to lend another batterv to 
bold it- "If you do not, in fifteen minutes' the 
enemy will be in possession of the hill.'' He 
refused to lead it. Ia ten minutes, rebel ar- 
tillery was playing from that hill on our 
troops. Generals who fought with the most 
heroic courage and the most soldierly abihtv. 
whom B ra ise s are in every one s mouth, speak 
of the battles in which they hare just won 
honest fane witli chagrin and remorse. Their 
own efforts Iwcame futile from the incompe- 
tence of their Commanding General. Said 
one to me. "1 must ask to be relieved. Unless 
Gen. Pope is removed. I cannot see my men 
murdered.' I met a General who bad led his 
dirah u a in the hottest of the fight with heroic 
courage and veteran skill. He laid, "I hare 
lost a thousand men ; I dare not go into the 
hospital and look in the facet of those wound- 
ed men w bo. I know, have shed their blood 
bravely and in vain.''

Tin n.cessful movement of the reliels upon 
the Dank and rear of Gen. Pope must be traced 
not to hit want of proper means of informa- 
Uon. but of his refusal to regard the intelli- 
genoe that wat sent him.

m\ir There is ao doubt, that, moved by ne- 
cessity at well as by policy, the reliels are en- 
d'-avoriag to transfer the theatre of war from 
Virginia to Maryland and from Tcnnc-scc to 
Kentucky, and, furthermore, that, owing to 
tbe twofold error of the CovernsaeUt In under- 
taking to hold the wide circuit of the territory 
-onuuered by our arms while omitting 
seasonably to augment or even to repair our 
forces wasted and scattered by tbe very tri- 
umphs they had won, this endeavor will suc- 
ceed temporarily, though we trust but par- 
tially even for a time. We. ho« i > r. must 
make up our miads tii »riv success of the en- 
deavor thus for; since the rebels in force are 
aow iu both .Maryland and Kentucky. 

For bow short a time the endeavor shall 
succeed, and how iwrtinlly during that tune, 
depends upon ourselves. It will be short- 
liveds and scanty rnottgh, if we are true to 
ourselves. The error which rendered the sui- 
c.« of the endeavor possible in any degree is 
a'ready ia process rjf correction,— in process of 
cotrectwn |«artly by the endeavor itself, which 
rompels tbe concentration of our forces, and 
partly by the action ofthe Coverntnent, which 
at length has directed that our forces shall t*f 
largely augmented. Conceniraiiou and aug- 
mentation are now the first steps to be token. 
Whet ffrty shall be consummated, our forces 
U. ill be hurled upon the enemy with 
annihilating power, and this bold endeavor 
w^t go to ruin, carrying with it the conspira- 
cy of which it is unquestionably the last des- 
perate throe, and the qui. ker these steps shall 
he consummated, the quic ker this result will 
be attained. We earnestly call on the |K*iple 
and on the authorities alike to see to it that 
these steps are consummated as quickly as is 
physically possible. Let Us all put forth our 
highest energies and keep them forth until 
the glorious etd is reached. 

Meanwhile, it is quite possible that we of 
Kentucky shall Is? eon-lraincd to form n some 
what closer acquaintance with "the stern ty 
rant war than w« b.-.ve yet formed; but, if 
this be so, let the grim monster find that we 
Improve upon a closer acquairitante. If Itj doc 
not. Let us lb every emergency acquit our- 
selves like Kentutkians. Let it not bethought 
Or said that we love our country less because 
it is or seems to be imperilled more. True 
Kenluckians aie not "such summer birds. 
Let us show, by our calmness. resoluHotti de- 
votion, activity. fortit»icte. fjnlempt of danger, 
and indiffcrehc* to sacrifices, that we are not 
anwrjUhy of our sires, nor of the precious 
trust which they transmitted to us, and which 
under their solemn injunctions we now hav 
in charge for posterity.

From t but 
hour his movements hare been followed by 
nothing but disaster. But it is neediest, and I 
have no lime to accumulate evidence on such 
points.

every loyal and suffering heart. What is de 
monded by the hour and its responsibilities i 
a calm, courageous, and constant adherence to 
our country. We have had enough of besita 
tion and doubt, too much of tardy acquies- 
cence and lingering enmity. We do not know 
what a true union of heart and sentiment 
meant. We discuss present dangers as at 
•tract questions of cause and probability 
When tbe skies are bright we doubt and cavil 
when clouds come over them we weep, d 
spair, and wring our hands. In this hour 
peril, our duty it plain. We must rise to re 
ncwed exertions in behalf of the country J an 
more than all, we must repress snd crush every 
feeling that seemt to indicate opposition U 
the Government or an embarrassment 
its legitimate operations. Why should we 
assail the President? Is he hot honest 
Has he not labored from the beginning so to 
direct the energies of the people that the re 
hellion may be crushed? His feelings as 
man and a citizen, his ambition as a publ 
ruler, or, what is more, his natural desire 
that men should honor him when he is gon< 
all prompt him to the just performance of 
bis duties, and forbid any of the aspersion 
that are east upon his motives and his deeds. 
Why should we assail the generals in the 
field? It may be said that tbey failed here 
and elsewhere; that their victories have not 
lieen as decisive as a jealous and anxious 
country expected; that many of them cling to 
th<> memories and associations of other d 
and fight regretfully against their former cam 
associates and companions in arms.

The troops were provi- 
led with large tarpaulins, which they stretch-

ons were used lo haul forage, Ihe teri Uirpau- 
irtsof a regiment taking up but little room. 
The men lived off the country. Many of the 
nfnntry were mounted on hor-es with bridles 
improvised from ropes and the like. The 
whole force moved speedily up the valley of 
the Sequacrty river, nnl vscre at Pikeville on 
the ttnh or Augud. 

Ou tbe same day a large force was thrown 
forward townrd McMinnville and Nashville 
from Pikeville. The rebel cavalry made an 
ine-e far towards McMinnville, and one or 
smart skirmishes were hud with our 
troops thrown forward from that |>oint. In 
the meantime the rest of the rebel army was 
moving northeast toward Cassville, ond, on 
the 1st of September, the advance reached the 
mountains nt Cassville, having ascended by 
the "Grassy Cave' road, while the force 
thrown toward McMinnville was suddenly 
withdrawn and followed the main army 
Positive information of this movement reach- 
ed Gen. Buell on September 2d. 

Gen. Bragg entered Kentucky at Albany, 
Clinton county, on the Mh of the present 
month. It is Understood that he bad designs 
against Hoveling Green, and moved on toward 
the Cumlierland river. He crossed this stream 
on the 6th or Tth — in all |H-ohahility the latter 
date. This is the last definite account which 
we have of him. He found bis designs against 
Bowling Green frustrated, and is understood 
to have moved northward toward Columbia, 
in Adair county. He is now said to be in 
that vicinity, and, from all the information 
we have from other sources, this surmise is

Homicide.— Gabriel Mundny, brother of 
Lieutenant-Colonel Rculien Muuduy, of the 
Sixth Kentucky Cavalry, was shot and killed 
on Main street, between Campbell and Wen- 
rcl, yesterday afternoon by Jesse Hummund, 
who was formerly I policeman in this city. 
Mr. Mundav was riding up Main street, and, 
U'ing somewhat under the influence of liquor, 
jierhaps, encroached upon the sidewalk. Ham- 
mond, it is said, remonstrated with him. An 
altercation ensued, at the conclusion of which 
Hammond went to tbe Lafayette Enjrine- 
house. procured a musket and fired U|>on Mun- 
day, the lull taking effort in hit breast, pro* 
during Instant death. We have heard many 
versions of the affair, but at there will 
b? a legal investigation of the case, we 
d) not dcctti it proper to go beyond 
a simple statement of the fact of the killing.

There mdst be a hearty and vigorous co- 
operation on the |iart or the jieople. Those 
who attempt to evade the draft should J>e held 
traitors and us snch despised. The true 
test or loyalty should be the readiness to enroll 
and drill. "To arras" should be the universa 
cry, and in that spirit we can readily repel in- 
vasion and crush every assailant. Every day 
that is devoted to military organization will 
bring this rebellion nearer to its end. Every 
primary school or the soldier that is opened in 
town or couutry will produce trained teachers 
who will impress upon our enemies at hom 
and abroad our determination to put down 
treason within and encroachments or inter- 
ference from without. The music of the rat- 
tling drum and tbe piercing fife must be nude 
melodious to our ears when it sounds a rally 
for the Union. The rille must be our constant 
companion as in the days or our fathers, and 
we must liecome of necessity a nation of sol- 
diers to guard our liberties. Organization is 
victory. Let us continue then to form i 
panies, battalions, and regiments, choose com 
pctent officers, and lie prepared to fight th 
rebels to the bitter end. We must choose be- 
tween victory with the old Union and Con 
stitution or subjugation to the Confederate 
Government, with its oligarchical rule, it 
distinctions of castes, its contempt for rept 
can institutions, and its leaders whose treason 
has rendered them the scorn or every loyal 
heart.

Rebels is Central Kestccxy.— The Mays- 
ville Eagle says on Tuesday of last week a 
squad of men from Smith s army entered Win- 
chester and captured tbrtr handfed head of 
Government stock. tlther parties captured 
several droves of Tat cattle owned by private 
citizens of Clarke, which were on their way 
to Maysville for safe keeping. A fellow 
named Curry is Provost Marshal of Winches- 
ter, and the Union men there are afraid to say 
their souls are their own lest tney should be 
harshly dealt with. A Massachusetts Yankee, 
called Joe Tucker, is recruiting in tbe county 
for a Confederate regiment, of which he is to 
be Lieutenant Colonel; he was to hare in- 
structed Kentuckions in Southern rights in a 
speech in Winchester on last Thursday. 

The advance of John 8. Williams force, un- 
der Pete Everett, burned Olympian Springs 
last week.

Nt:w York, Sept. 10. 

The Times publishes Gen. Pope's report of 
the recent battles in Virginia. He severely 
censures tbe conduct of Fitz John Porter, but 
peaks in tbe highest terms of the zeal and 
energy of General* McDowell, Banks, Reno, 
Heintzclman. Hooker, and Kearney. He at- 
tributes the disaster of Saturday jointly to tbe 
liad conduct of Porter and the failure of Mc- 
Clellan to send bim supplies. On these points 

I do not hesitate to say that if the corps of 
Porter had attacked the enemy in flank on the 
evening of Fridav, as he had my written or- 
ders to do, we should have utterly crushed 
Jackson before the forces under Lee could have 
hed him. Why he did not do so I cannot 
understand. 

Kir men, mneh worn down by hard service 
and continuous fighting fur many previous 
days, and very short of provisions" rested on 
their guns. Our horses bad had no forage for 
two days. I had telegraphed and w ritten ur- 
gently for rations and forage to lie sent us, but 
on Saturday morning liefore the action was 
resumed. I received a letter from Cen. Frank- 
lin, written the day liefore at Alexandria, 
stating to me that he had been directed by 
Gen. McClellan to inform me th.it rations anil 
forage for my command would be loaded into 
the cars ana available wagons as scam as I 
ould send a cavalry escort to Alexandria to 
bring them up. 

AU hopes of being able to maintain im- 
position, whether victorious or not, vanished 
with this letter. My cavalry was utterly- 
broken down by lorig service in the face cif 
the enemy, and bad as tbey were they could 
not be sqiared from the front even if there hud 
been time to go hack thirty miles to Alexan- 
dria to await the loading of trains. At the time 
this letter was written Alexandria w as swarm- 
ing with troops, and my whole army inter- 
posed between that place and the enemy. I at 
once Understood that we must if possible finish 
what we had hi do that day, as night must see 
as behind Ball Run if we" wished to save oar 
men and animals. 

Philadelphia, Sept. 10. 
Major General Heintzelman has la-en ap- 
pointed to the command of the forces for tbe 
defence of Washington south of the Potomac. 
The friends of Brigadier General Mansfield 
say that be is to be appointed a Major General 
of volunteers. A force of our cavalry, under 
General McClellan, captured Booue'ssboro, in 
the rear of New Market, yesterday. 

Rock villk, Md., Sept. 8. 
To-day matters here are assuming a more 
warlike 'appearance. The corps of Generals 
Banks and Sumner passed through here last 
week without creating much excitement. 
This morning the commanding General him- 
self, accompanied by his staff, galloped up to 
the principal hotel in tbe village, and made 
inquiries which led to the supposition that 
movements of great importance were on tbe 
tapis. Following General McClellan came 
cavalry, artillery, and infantrv in great num- 
bers, and are still coming. The whole army 
of the Peninsula seems to be on the march in 
this direction. If reports this morning are 
true, we shall need all in this vicinity. Jack- 
son is said to have established his headquar- 
ters at Frederick, twentv-eight miles distant. 
Hill is reported at Poolesville. The whole 
rebel army it said to be marching on Harris- 
hurg. 

McClrllnn's presence leads many to suppose 
that he is to assume the offensive at once and 
attack the enemy in the rear. Our army la 
been drawn up in line-of-hattle for the past 
three days about three miles from this place. 
It covers the roads to Poolsville and to Frede- 
k. and when McClellan is ready a column 
will probably move down back of "these roads 
and assume the offensive. 

About 7 o'clock la-' night (Mondavi, two 
companies of the 4th regular cavalry, B and 
F", were out on a recopnoissanre, when they 
surprised, or thought they did. about 70 or 80 
of tbe enemy near a piece of wood* in the vi- 
cinity of Poolesville. They immediately 
charged Ibem, and from all around rose up 
nfanlrv and cavalry to tbe number of 1,VK>. 
Our men were almost upon them l*fore they 
could '-heck their horses. Two field piece's 
were drawn out of the woods and several 
rounds fired, our men falling lawk. They re- 
treated to their reserves and the enemy de- 
clined following.

The answers to official inquiries in regard 
to the crops rendered this step necessary at 
once, and without waiting for authority from 
the Cortes, which will legalize the decree upon 
assembling. My previous despatches on this 
abject have necessarily led you to BXBBgl some 
urn intelligence. 

It is desirable for the interests of all agricul- 
tural and Congress, that publicity should be 
given to this information in un authorized 
form in order that whatever advantage may 
proceed from it may be enjoyed equally by 
both.

Aa Engagement at Munfordville, Ky. 

The city was rife yesIeiiLit with rumors in 
regard to an engagement at MumfortviHe, 
situated on the Louisville und Nashville Rail- 
road, at the crossing over Green river. There 
were reports that the rebels had marched 
d forco varying from seven to twelve thousand 
and had i .ipn.'r'-l C«l. Wilder' s entire com- 
niund of twenty -five hrfKdrecf or three thou- 
sand Federal troops. 

By arrivals from the vicinity of Mumford- 
ville and through' tN» medium of telegraphic 
ilc-puti he- tn the military atrthoritiea here, we 
learn that the train which left this c.'tv . „ 
Saturday evening with the Fiftieth Indiana 
infantry. Colonel C. L. Dunham, was thrown 
from tbe track near Bacon Creek. and they were 
forced to marib to Mumfordville. The train 
was transporting a quantify of arms and am- 
munition, in addition to Colonel Dunham's 
regiment, and it was reported that the supplies 
had been captored by the rebels. There was 
no truth in the nlffior however. 

The rebels made their apiKotrancc in front of 
Mumfordville on Sutunlay evening, and 
through Col. Scott.of the Third Louisiana Cav- 
alry, made u demand ii|>on CoL Wilder, in 
Command of the Federal forces there, for an 
Unconditional surrender. Col. Wilder, whose 
command included the Seventeenth Indiana 
ihis own regiment), the Sixty-seventh Indi- 
ana. Col. Prank Emerson, tta Eighty-third 
Indiana, and the Fht'eth Indiana. Col. Dun- 
ham, replied to the demand that if they took 
the place they would have to fight for it. 

The .; -.Milt was made by the retals, under 
Oca, Duncan, at i o'clock yesterday morning, 
und tbe fighting tontiuued ur*til II o clock, re- 
sulting after an engagement of seven hours in 
th ■ repulse of the rebels, with considerable 
slaughter on both sides, the loss taing much 
greater 011 the retal side. 

After the withdrawal of the retal troops, 
the rebel commander sent in .i fug of truce, 
asking permission to bury his dead, which 
were left on the field, w hich was granted bv 
Oai Wilder. 

In addition to the force qf three thousand 
one hundred infantry. Col. Wilder had four 
pieces of artillery — one twenty-foar pounder, 
one twelve-pounder, and two six-pounders. 
The retals had eight pieces, but we are not in- 
formed as to their calibre. The retal force is 
estimated at from four to seven thousand. 

It was expected that the engagement would 
ta renewed again last night or this morning. 

The battle-field of yesterday was the scene 
of the former enga^em-.-ut between a ]>ortion 
of Col. WQOck'l Indian 1 regiment and Col. 
Terry s forces, in which Col. Terry was killed 
and his forces defeated. The engagement of 
yesterday was of fur greater importance, how- 
ever, thun that tatwecu Col. Willieh and Col. 
Terry's forces, nnd in the fight of yesterday 
the gallant ludianians gained a signal victory, 
adding fresh laurels to those already won by 
thcni upon more sunguiuary fields. 

Gallipolis O., Sept. 14. 
On Wednesday, loth iust., a column of Un- 
tile enemy, about 5,i 100 strong, said to ta under 
Gen. Loring, tbe first notice ot whom was 
from our rear, between Fayette and Gauly, 
attacked our forces encamped at Favette, 
consisting of the ;Mth and 37th Ohio Regi- 
ments, numbering ataut 1.20O men, under tin- 
cominuud of Col. Sitar, when a desperate 
fight ensued, lusting till dark.

His 
distinction as a cavalry officer was ^ch tlsst 
he was sent abroad by our Government about 
the year 1838-9 to study and report upon the 
French cavalry tactics." He entered the Poly- 
technic school^— and soon after Joined the First 
Chasseurs d'Afrique as a volunteer, and. with 
that regiment, fought through the Algeria" 
war. His intrepidity and skill gaiued him 
exalted reputation aiid the distinction of the 
cross of the Legion of Honor. He was greatly 
admired and valued by his commander and 
associates. 

Returning home lie pssocJ. with General 
Scott, through all hi» battles in Mexico. His 
squadrons of cavalry formed General Scott's 
body-guard. They were a splendid corps, the- 
pride af the army, aud were greatly dis- 
tinguished. He was then Captain, hut was 
brevetted Major for gallant conduct st Cob- 
treras and Cherubusco. and especially for his 
brilliant charge at the San Antonio gate of 
Mexico, where he lost his left arm. 

After the Mexican war. Major Kaaraey was 
again detailed to duty upon the Indian fron- 
tier, and continued in the active duties of his 
profession till 18.M, when, tired of compara- 
tive insction, snd posses ; ed of a competent 
fortune, he rvsigued and went to Europe. 
While there the Crimean war occurred, bf 
which he was a close and critical observer. 
Later than this took nla.-e the Italian cam- 
paign. In this Major Kearney volunteered as 
one of the Staff of Marshal Maurice— was 
present at Magenta and Solferino. and con- 
ducted himself with such gallsntry and skill 
that Louis Napoleon coutcrred on him tbe 
riband and cross of the Legion d'Uoneur. 

No sooner had Sampler fallen than Major 
Kearney hastened to volunteer in defence of 
the Union. Used to a life abroad, he felt tbe 
value of nationality, and his devotion to the 
Union was not only decided, but it excluded 
every other thought. lie immediately re- 
turned home and offered bit services to Gen. 
Scott. He was received with gladness— «tr.mg 
representation- were made to the Government 
in his favor. The industry and energy of some 
Jeraeymen who desired a competent leader far 
their 1st brigade, together with the defeat at 
Bull Run. overmastered want of political 
strength, aud he received a commission as 
brigaiirr. 

Taking four thousand raw. half-officered re- 
cruits, be immediately sought the outpo3. 
and thenceforward wherever the advance was. 
there were Kearney aud his forces. His vigi- 
lance was sleepless. He trusted no subordi- 
nate. He would know far himself everything 
right — this essential incident of greatness in 
auy profession. His first employment when 
ordered to new position ^ was his leading char- 
acteristic to ride the » hole country through, 
learning every road, lie met hit death through 
this vigilance On Monday last, at 5?< P. M., 
w ord came that the enemy were stealing in 
our rear, endeavoring to cut ns off from Wash- 
ington. Reno'sdn aaoa wa" ordered to attack 
them. Kearney's had been lighting all the 
while before, but i« was nevertheless ordered 
to support Reno. The firing ■aatBtt heavy. 
General Kearney was apprised by Gen. Kir- 
ney that Reno s troops had given way upon 
his left, and that there v as a gap between their 
flanks; which the enemy were occupying. He 
rode forward to see for himself if it could lie 
so, telling his orderly and aids to keep back 
that be might be unnoticed He left them, 
and did not return They supposed him safe, 
but a prisoner. But the next morning Gen. 
Lee tent in a flag of truce with his body. 

He was not only thus vigilant, hut as ener- 
getic in action as any man in the army. Tbe 
'indomitable'' Kearney — the "hero'' — the 
"ubiquitous'' — these were tbe phrases in which 
be was continually spoken ot. He has r«*«ed 
through at least twelve engagements during 
be war. Was there an advance I He led it. 
Was there a retreat ? He covered it. Ordered 
out to guard bridge-builders nt Beck's station, 
he personally reconnoitred the whole neigh- 
borhood, saw indications that the rebels were 
•veeuating Manassas, advanced upon it at 
once, and with ColoneL since General Tavlor, 
just killed also, first entered the enemy's 
works. Poshing through the columns of 
Sumner * corps, be rushed into the held at 
Williamsburg, rapidly threw his men into 
battle array, and, leading them in person, woo 
that bloody day — a day which would have 
well-uigh closed the 'war had he been per- 
mitted to improve it. Ordered to the 
front at Fair Oaks to sustain General 
Casey's disordered columns, he expos- 
tulated a moment on the folic of endeav- 
oring to support a half broken fine, insisting 
that true tactics required a renewed contest 
from the second line by the whole army, and 
then, obeying his superiors, firmly sustained 
his post. At be feared, the next division re- 
treated. Tbe enemy flanked him. But he 
had learned tbe roads. Taking one, of which 
the enemy thought him ignorant, he changed 
front, and retired his troops in safety. When 
the seven days' battles occurred, he stayed last 
at his position, unwilling and almost refusing 
to go. He was bidden to leave bis sick and 
wounded, snd retreat. He nevertheless brought 
every man of them away. and. covering the 
rear, he fought his way through. aaJakiac at 
Malvern Hill the crowning conflict of that 
well-executed, though, aj he thought, ill- 
ju.lged movement. No sooner did he i >in 
Vope than be was again in advance and fight- 
ing. He was engaged Thursday. Friday, Sat- 
urday, Monday. Wherever he fought, then 
and throughout the w hole war. victory wa, 
with him. His division never was beaten. 
Such a record belongs to no one else. 

His energy and self-exposure, strange to 
say, gave him a false reputation. By the 
blaze of his constantly lauded gallantry his 
greater talents were" concealed. Dash has 
been below par with the directors of our ar- 
mies. Men talked complacently of rashness 
which it was inconvenient to imitate. He ex- 
posed himself coolly, with full knowledge of 
all circumstances, on principle thinking it 
necessary or right in order to inspirit his 
troops, and be acquired their confidence be- 
yond any other general. He was compelled 
to forbid their cheer/ When he rode to the 
rear to execute the movement in which he fell, 
the whole army a* be passed cheered him. Men 
would fight for btm careless of being outnum- 
bered. On Saturday his division beld their 
ground, though not four thousand strong — 
McDowell's corps of twenty-five thousand 
men defeated. And it was thus everywhere. 
But tbe soldiers knew him to lie not 'only a 
bold but a skillful soldier. And so be was. 
His views of the proper strategy of this cam- 
paign were from the first just those which e»- 
jienence proves to here been correct. Advance 
en Manassas. Pursue thence to Richmoud. 
When Yorktown was evacuated. Williams- 
burg gained, FsirOaksand Malvern Hill won, 
his voice at each occasion was, follow up rap- 
idly your demoralized foe. Had he been Gea- 
eral we should be in Richmond instead of de- 
fending Washington. If hi3 correspondence 
be ever published, it will show that from t|c 
beginning he prophetied every disaster, and 
pointed out be/ore each false step taken the 
true course to pursue. 

He was the Napoleon of the army— resemb- 
ling him in his intuition, his power over men, 
his rapidity of execution, promptness of re- 
solve, unflinching will — in every quality of 
that greatest of commanders. Had the gov- 
ernment given him a corps of fifty thousand 
men he would have out-matched" Stonewall 
Jackson. 

Towards tbe conquered enemv be was court- 
ly ss Ravtrd. He captured a Southern Colonel 
at Fair Oaks, we believe. He sent after him 
to Washington bis sword and his own cheque 
for 820O. When hi* own body was returned 
bit sword aad horse were kept, his pockets 
rilled and empty.

The reports from the enemy's operations in 
Maryland continue, us usual, to la- indefinite 
and tor tbe most part unreliable, though it it 
known to be an <■ •„... fm-i that be has 
moved from Poolesvill* toward Frederick, bat 
has made no oflensivt movement toward 
Washington, as published in tbe evening i*- 
pers here. As near as can lie ascertainecE the 
column whi- h has moved northeast o< Fred- 
erick was about \\QW men, snd is evidently 
destined for a raid for supplies either in North- 
ern Maryland or Southern Pennsylvania. 

Tbe enemy yesterday translerred a large 
number of baggage wagons across the Poto- 
mac, which indicates permanent location, or 
else for removal of supplies, which the enemy- 
is rapidly gathering. 

The Star, however, alter announcing that 
the rebels bad moved toward Washington, 
changed its tone in a second edition, saving, 
that, "hearing no confirmation of rumors that 
they have made their appearance in Pennsyl- 
vania, and learning that no one estimates their 
force that passed through Frederick on their 
way West at over 15,000, and now finding that 
from the direction of Centervilie up the lords 
of the river they are not to lie found in auy 
force on the Maryland side, we are brought to 
the conclusion that tho*c of them who are in 
Maryland came simply to plunder in Fred- 
erick and Washington counties, expecting to 
escape back into \ trginia via Huncock." 

There is nothing beyond rumor to-day con- 
cerning tbe report of large bodies of rebels 
having crossed the Potomac. Heavy cavalry 
forces are moving between Lccsburg and 
Drainsvllle, and there are indications of the 
moving of large bodies of infantry at Fords 
on tbe south bank. The slowness of Mc- 
Clellsn's ndrance.taken with these facts, gives 
rise to the belief that the invasion further 
north is a feint to draw our army away from 
tbe city, while they cross in tbe 'rear and at- 
tack Washington 'on the Maryland side. A 
day or two will develope the m'vstery.

A retrospective glance at the movements of 
the opposing forces during the last three weeks 
may be both interesting and instructive. Alter 
the battle of Cedar Mountain, tbe Union ton at 
concentrated in the vicinity of Culpepper; the 
enemy advancing in superior numbers — Gen. 
Pope's army on Sunday evening, August 17, 
continuing tbe retrogade movement com- 
menced at Cedar Mountain, and fell bark to 
the Rappahannock River, where it arrived 
Wednesday, the 20th of August In this 
movement the rear was protected by 
Butbrd's and Bayard's Cavalry, who 
had a smart skirmish with the advance 
of the memy on Tue.-day, the l£fth, 
a h"ii the latter w ere repotted with heavy 
loss, and the rear-guard, under orders, tell 
It I m ma main body, near Rappahan- 
nock Statioa, mm th* Rappaliannock. (In 
Thiir.- 1 1\ , Aogast 1L the. narmj had stationed 
batteries along the river l>ank u'i our front 
tor mil.-.-, aud at au early hour att< tnptcd to 
discover the exa. t position of our forces by 
opening an artillery lire along our whole 
front, fliis demonstration was promptly rc- 
ponded to, and the enemy's liatteries were 
ra.li in turn silenced, forcing them to be con- 
stantly . hanging their position. This artil- 
lery duel wa» kept up for three days — Thurs- 
day, Friday, and Saturday — mixed up with 
occasional work by the iutiintry and cavalry 
ou both sides, and was really the most tua^- 
Bayurd 
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ravalry repulsed a movement, th-n supposed 
to be an attempt to turn our left flank, but 
which subsequent events lead to the belief 
that it was intended only as a feiut, to give 
them a better opportunity to operate on 
our right and centre, each of which were suc- 
ee*sively tried, hot without gaining the desired 
object— a foothold ujion the left bauk of the 
river. Duriug these three days there were 
Several brill'iAnt fmshn made priucijially by 
troops under the command of Oen. Sigel. < »"n 
Thursday. (Jen. Sigel crossed the river at a 
ford several mile; above the railroad bridge, to 
reconnoitre. He returniMl to the left bank 
early in the evening, having had a brief ekir- 
arisk with tha enemy. At four o'clock Hie 
following morning he threw a force across the 
rivet aa I made a dash upon a rebel battery of 
BifMpteeaB. He was repulsed, but promptly 
reform ■ I. took the battery, but was not able 
to hold it, the enemy having received large re- 
inforcements. The next day the enemy al- 
irmptcJ to execute a similar movement. " Gen. 
Sigel permitted them to throw across two 
squadrons of cavalry and a buttery, and a' a 
brigade of iiitiintry got fairly into' the river, 
Ii.- opened a destructive lire upon them from 
three batteries, destroying and rapturing neai ly 
the whole force. A prisoner taken at the 
time, stated that he believed be wss theonlv 
man ot the infantry force who escaped Willi 
bis lite. The river, for a time, at this point, 
wa- filled with dead bodies, and the rebeil 
were very cautions thereafter when 
they knew that Sigcl's command was 
in front of them. Sunday, the ene- 
my succeeded in throwing a large fore* 
across the river aliove Warrenton ou Sulphur 
Springs, near Amissville, and the bulk of this 
force pulsed up to Salem and was there joined 
by a force from Front Royal. All but Long- 
street s and Hill's command got through 
Thoroughfare Gap on the Manassas Railroad. 
Uur army was immediately thrown back, and 
ou Thursday, the '.UUi August, Ricketl s com- 
mand wa* a't the easterly entrance of the Gap 
to dispute the passage of Longstrect, and Hill s 
command, saia to be 4",0csi strong. Gen. Pope 
desired this force ofthe enemv to be kept back 
for five hour... when he would be prepared for 
them to step into a trap, said to have been laid 
for their benefit, hot which miscarried, it is 
said, through the tardy movements of some 
General who failed to arrive with his com- 
mand in time. The contest at this jtoint for 
three hours, trom 4 till 7 o'clock, P. M., was a 
spirited one, and the loss of life on both sides 
was heavy. In this fight, Thompson's Battery, 
which took such a conspicuous part At Cedar 
Mountain, reudertd efficient service, as also did 
the Fifth Maine Buttery and tbe Eleventh 
Pennsylvania Volunteers. At other points 
during Thursday, portions of our force bad 
centests with the enemy, and were everywhere 
victorious. 

On Friday morning the two armies come 
together on'theold Bull Bun battle-ground, 
and liad a pitched battle which lasted all day. 
The Union forces occupied tbe hnttle-lield at 
night. The contest was renewed the follow- 
ing day— Saturday — at an early hour, ami the 
indications were, up to 4 o'clock, th- 1 Datbfl 
troops would orove the victors. At the hour 
named, through some alleged mismanagement 
of Gen. McDowell, who had command i f the 
left, the enemy succeeded in flanking us. 
Every officer with whom the writer has con- 
versed believes this could have easily been 
avoided, and many statements are made, not 
all creditable to the General who had iom- 
mand at this point. This flunk movement 
rendered it necessary for our armv to fall lauk 
to Centreville. which it did in good order- 
leaving tbe rebels in possession of the field. 
Co Sunday rooming the enemy attacked our 
left— a feint— but there was "no general en 



gnrenient during the day. 
It k t 



next to useless to estimate the loss iu 
the battles of Thursday. Friday, and Saturday. 
It was very heavy on both tides. A reliel offi- 
cer acknowledged to the writer that they had 
"too killed — a large loss for tbem to admit. 
They claim to have taken 1,400 prisoners, in- 
cluding M or 6<J citizens, whose curiosity led 
them to the field "to sec the rebel army whip- 
ped" as their captors believe. Our " loss in 
killed and wounded will amount probablv to 
5,000, pos-ibly more. The reports of 10,000 to 
14,000 Killed, wounded, and missing, raav be 
true, for it is estimated that not less than ten 
or twelve thousand straggler.* passed down 
the railroad toward Alexandria, some under 
the pretence of finding their regiments; others 
going they knew not where nor cured so long 
a* it was not toKard the enemy. These strag- 
glers were picked up in asetat by the irregular 
cavalry, and go to swell their list of raptures 
"taken on the field of battle." Uu this parti- 
cular subject I shall have something to sav at 
another time. 

Just before the left of our line gave way, on 
Saturday afternoon, n redeemiug feature of tlie 
ti^ht took place. A reliel brigade opposite 
G< n. Seymour's brigade, of Gen. Reynolds's 
command, made a charge. The tnoveineut 
wa* quickly discovered by the commander of 
the corps — Gen. Porter— who ordered the 2d. 
ith, aud tith Pennsylvania reserves to charge 
also. Between the contending forces and 
about midway there was a road several feet 
lower than the surrounding surface of the 
land. The first struggle era* to obtain posses- 
sion of that road, which the I'niou brigade 
■uccteded in doing, repuUing the rebel brigade 
with terrible sluughter. \\ hilc M«j. Wadell 
was wai ing the flag of the 0th regiment to 
rally the brigade alter tbe derangement con- 
sequent upon the charge, a shot cut the staff 
in twain. Gen. Reynolds rode forward, seized 
the colors, rode up and down the line with 
them wrapped partially around his person, 
when "the boys ' actually ceased tiring, and 
gave their General three rousing Sank 
General Reynolds was so much pleased with 
the conduct of the brigade that he could only 
express his appreciation of their conduct by en- 
clainrng "Bully for you, boys," at the same 
time throwing his cap high in the air. This 
elicited another burst of applause. The brig- 
ade immediately closed up in order, inarched 
to the rear by the right of companies, and 
there reformed in line oi battle with as much 
deliberation and coolness, amidst a shower ot 
buliets, shot, and shell, as if on parade iu a 
green field of their own native State. These 
regiments Meat lo the McCall corps, which 
has acted so noble a part wherever tbev hate 
met the enemy. It was almost st the very 
moment succeeding this charge that McDow- 
eO ; left gave way for want of sufficient 6up- 
|wrt, which w as close At hand. The cheers of 
the brigade were heard along the liue toward 
the right where, very nalutallv, it was =ti|>- 
posed that the (aft had gained some signal 
advantage, and the cheers were responded to 
along the whole line. Their joy was soon 
turned into grief, and their words were those 
of denunciation upon the man who is held rc 
?ponsiblc for tbe disasters of that day. 

While the main army was moving forward 
from Warreuton to Bull Run, und subsequent 
thereto, there was some skinniehiug going on 
at different jaiint;, which must be recorded. 
Hi. ketts 'l force luul a brisk contest for an hour 
on Tuesday. Hooker had the engagements, 
described In a previous letter, at Catlctt's Sta- 
tion, on Wednesday. Gen. Taylor had the 
misfortune to get into the fight at Manassas 
Junction, whieli also was described in a pre- 
vious letter. During the battle of Bull Run, 
Gen. Banks, with lus command, waj covering 
the extreme left of our line, to keep off rein- 
tbrcctnent* for the enemv, and to lie used as a 
reserve. He trussed to 'Bristol s Station, and 
there, on Sunday, was approached by the rebel 
Gens. Longstreet and Hill, backed up by a force 
treble his own. Gen. Banks decided to fall 
Wk npon the main army, which movement 
he commenced to execute on Sunday after- 
noon, the Mat of August. At this point there 
were upon the road SJQ t ars and five locomo- 
tives — all of which were destroyed, together 
with a large quantity of fixed ammunition, 
ordnance stores, kc, belonging to Govern- 
ment, snd this properly wss saved the pre- 
vious week, when the raid was made ii|ion 
the railroad; and as the bridges had not been 
repaired at Bull Run and at several other 
points, the property could not be taken over 
the road to Alexandria. Everything, even 
the houses (shantie<) were destroyed, so that 
when Gen. Longstreet reached tbe station, 
immediately tfter Gen. Bank- retired, he 
found nothing for him to steal. That ercniug 
a jiortion of Longstreet'* corns passed up to 
and btyaad Manassas Junction on the rail- 
road, and e-aptured several hundred stragglers 
from regiments engaged on the battle-field. 

During the cannon duel on the Rappahan- 
nock on Saturday— the last day— Col. Frisbcc, 
of the Thirty-seventh New York, had a very 
narrow escape from instant death. He had 
tust dismounted from his horse, when a shell 
struck tbe pommel of tbe saddle, passed along 
and took off the head of a negro. 

In the al^ive battle the Second United States 
Sliarp.-liooters were stationed along the liank 
of the river to pick off the rebel guuners, and 
had only two men killed and five wounded. 
At one point near Sulphur Springs they killed 
forty rebel sharpshooters and lost only one 
man. The rebel commander, finding that bis 
sharpshooters were in a place from which any 
attempt to escape would be certain death, 
adopted the dishonorable ruse of sending in 
a flag of truce nbout some frivolous matter, 
which was not listened to by Gen. Pope, and 
under the cover of the flag" the reliel sharp- 
shooters — some 300 in number — escaped to a 
more healthy position. Such ii chivalry. 

On Friday, at Bull Run, Jackson's brigade 
of McCall's division, while marching into ac- 
tion, each brigade in column of regiment 
closed en matte, as ordered by General Mc- 
1 i.iwell — without any forewarning found 
themselves within one hundred and fifty ynrds 
of a battery, which made «ad havoc" i n ibc 
ranks, in close order as thev were. On th« 
ssme day the 10th Peunsvh'snU regiment af 
got badly cut up by charging 



upon a battery when only ordered to skirmish 
iu front. They were repulsed. 

On Thursday the brigade of which the 
Brooklyn (N. V.) Regiment forms a part, was 
engaged with the enemy, when he retreated 
up the Warrenton turnpike. The brigade was 
ordered to follow in pursuit at double quick 
for about two miles, wheu they were flanked, 
and a deadly fire was poured in. killings large 
numl*r. It was at this point the Brooklyn 
Fourteenth had so many men killed and woun- 
ded. This buttery, which rendered such effi- 
cient service at Cedar Mountain, was equally 
efficient on the left of our line Saturday, but 
was finally overpowered by a superior "force, 
and three of the four guns captured. When 
the horses had all been killed, and the. enemy- 
were advancing in one high mass to capture 
this battery and turn our left, the Captain put 
ou the "prolongs" (ropes), and ke pt up a con- 
stant fire as he lei! back. The lust discharge 
was when the enemy were within thirty yards, 
and the four pie ce * were discharged at about 
the same time. The enemy then pouueed 
n|Hiii the men at the battcrv.ainl two had their 
skulls split up with sabres while, defending 
their favorite pieces. 

St. Pacl, Mi**., Sept. 0. 
Major Prince arrived lail uieht with att- 
pitchcs from Fort Ridgely to Thursday, the 
4th. 

Captains Grant ond Anderson, with a small 
party of infantry and cavalry, were attacked 
l.y 250 savages, lii miles from Fort Ridgely. 
Duriug the engagement the whites managed 
to throw up breastworks of dead horses and 
earth and held out until Sibley came to their 
relief and drove the Indians back. 13 whites 
were killed and 47 wounded. Most of Uis kill- 
ed are from St. Paul. Before the engagement 
Captain Grant s party buried 8.'. of the massa- 
cred; one woruau had lain in the woods two 
weeks unburied. 

Citpt. Vauderhook, commanding at Fort 
Abercrombie, writes, saying a large number 
of Indians had ap|a-ared around the fort and 
carried oW all the Government mules and cat- 
tle belonging to the post. He was compelled 
to keep his entire force ou guard all Bint, 
He al-o says unless reinforcements appear 
soon he will be compelled to ubundou the 
fort.

Ct.vn.v.vart. Sept. ft, 
Oa lb* M inst. the steamer W. B. Terrv, 
with two Duhlgren howitzers aboard, while 
aground on Tennessee river, at Luck river 
khoals. 120 miles above its mouth, was cap- 
tured by guerillas. The mciny were in pei<i- 
tion on an adjacent hill, and fired so rapidly 
at to drive the gunners away from their guns. 
The rebels removed the gum from the boat, 
(iipturcd IT Government officers ami men. 
and burned the boat. The officers ofthe la.at 
were liberated. Thev also raptured three free 
negroes aud told them on the spot.

They brought over two regiments 
of cavalry and threw over a pontoon bridge 
and crossed with artillery, and threw out 
pickets towards Poolesville. 

On Friday aliout 11 o'clock a column of in- 
fantry and artillery commenced to cross.

Tbe farmers are bringing iu hay" and provi- 
■ions of all kinds and giving {hem away.

The women received them 
with flags and tokeus of joy.

mac: The rebel forces in the neighborhood of 
Darnestown and Clarksburg, estimated at 
3,000, are composed entirely of cavalry. A 
body of tbe enemy, about l'.SOO, crossed the 
river last night tt White's Ferry, and are sup- 
posed to lie en route for Frederick. 

A rebel picket, captured near Clarksburg 
to-day, says Jackson s force is 4T- OOP.

Washinotok, Sept. 7, P. M.

There was 
but limited opportunity for obtaining informa- 
tion from that point," almost all the intelli- 
gence coming by way of Baltimore.

Be it enacted by the Central Auemklv of the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky: Sac. 1. That ao 
person shall solemnise marriage until, in 
addition to the present requirements of law, 
he shall tile in the office of tbe County Court 
of the county of his residence, a written 
affidavit, subscribed by him and sworn to 
before some person legally authorized to ad- 
minister an oath, of the following purport 
and effect, via: "I do solemnly twear (or 
affirm, as tbe case mav be.) that I will support 
the Constitution of tne United States and tbe 
Constitution of this State, and be faithful and 
true to the Commonwealth of Kentucky and 
the laws and Government thereof, so long as I 
continue a citizen thereof; and I do further 
solemnly swear (or affirm i that I will not aid, 
assist, abet, or comfort, directly or indirectly, 
the so-called Confederate States, or those now 
in rebellion against the United States or tbe 
State of Kentucky, so long a. I continue a 
citizen of this State, so help me God." 

Sec. 2. That any person who shall, after 
this act takes effect, solemnize marriage with- 
out first complying with the provisions of the 
first section ot this act, shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and shall be subject to fine far 
every such offence, upon the presentment of 
a grand jury, of not less than fifty nor more 
than five hundred dollars.

Before the artillery our m«n 
were of course compelled to retire, aad aetata 
a* their movement in column exposed the 
weakness of their force, the rebel cavalry 
gathered heart, and came on at tha charge. It 
wo* two to one, aad there was nothing left 
for it but to gel off as rapidly as possible. 

The road had been clear ia the morning aad 
was counted on for unobstructed relic**, bat 
while the maneuvering in front had consumed 
the day, some traitor had piled stones at the 
worst place on the road in such uuantity that 
the horses al a gallop could not fail to go 
down.

Stevenson, commanding Second Brigade, 
First Division. It consisted of a portion of 
the Twenty-fourth Massachusetts \ olunteers, 
under Lieut. Col. Osborne, a detachment of 
the Marine Artillery under Lieut. Cat. 
cbester. and a company of tbe Third New 
York Artillery. On that day the transports 
Pilot Boy, Ocean Queen, Mosaaeoit, Allison, 
and Union, carrying a portion of the troops, 
proceeded through Core Sound to Beaufort, 
where they were joined by the others, who had 
come down by rail. Thursday was passed in 
providing the vessels with coal and water, 
in giving the troops aa opportunity for a sea 
Iwth, and on Friday the expedition proceeded 
on its route. 

The Union, together with the Wilson (which 
hod joined the rest at Beaufort) and the 
launches of the Marine Artillery, went by the 
way of Bogue Sound: whilst the other trans- 
ports, accompanied bv the gunboat Ellis, 
Lieut. Porter, pushed "out past Fort Macon 
iuto the ocean, and followed the coast to 
Boguc Inlet. The wiad. which was light st 
daybreak, blew bard by afternoon, aad it was 
with some difficulty that the vessel pasted 
through the narrow, winding inlet, among 
the breakers. Within was still water, and a 
broad creek with meadow lands on either 
side. The boat* anchored at its mouth, and 
waited tor tbe arrival of the I'nion and tbe 
Wilson. Swanslioro was seen in the distance, 
and very soon after their arrival a large white 
bUg was seen to wave from a high brick 
building. A launch of tbe artillery was at 
once sent forward, and its men landed. At 
nightfall the Wilson arrived, bearing Colonel 
Stevenson and staff, and proceeded immedi- 
ately to the town. By this time it was quite 
dark, and all the vessels lay quietly at anchor 
during tbe night. 

In the morning the Union arrived. She had 
gone aground several timet, but the men strip- 
ping themselves, and plunging; in the water, 
had as often succeeded in hauling her off. The 
vessels then proceeded up to Swansboro. It 
is a small village, built on a slope of land ris- 
ing slightly from the marshes around. But 
few inhabitants came out of tbe score of poor- 
ly-built, tumble-down old boose*. Many, 
doubtless, had left tbe town. Some time ago 
it was tbe headquarters of the rebel cavalry 
in this viciuity, and up to the time of the 
arrival of our troops some force had always 
Iwen kept there. None, however, were to be 
seen then. A small portion of the troops 
landed, and went a short distance beyond the 
town, but no enemy was discovered. A pri- 
vate of the cavalry — a small, young fellow— 
who by some choice was just returning on 
furlough, was captured with the usual double- 
barrelled shot-gun and old-fashioned sword. 
The rebels had evidently determined to make 
no resistance whatever. 

On the 17th a body of troops were landed, 
and, after marching about four miles, arrived 
at severer Large salt works belonging to rebels 
by the name of Hawkins, Burnam, and Saun- 
ders. These were burned and destroyed. In 
a clump of trees on tbe marsh, facing the 
creek, were a deserted battery and wooden 
barracks, once furnished with four guns. 
These had been taken for the defence of Sew- 
bern. and were captured by our troops here. 
The battery, together with the barracks, was 
destroyed. Several other reconnoissance* were 
mode in other directions, but the enemy kept 
themselves at safe distances, and could not be 
found. 

On Tuesday the expedition, having accom- 
plished iu object, returned to Beaufort.

Washisoton, Sept. 9. 

Flag officer Dupont report* that there are 
uo rebel soldiers on the Southern coast so far 
us he can discover. Tbe officers of the Rhode 
Island, which has just arrived from tbe South, 
confirm the general truth of this statement 
The inference is that every armed man ha* 
been sent to swell the armies now 
to invade the North. 

Lieut. J. J. Kettridge, commanding the 
squadron blockading Aransas, has made a re- 
port to the Navy Department of bis recent at- 
tempt to drive the rebels from Aransas 
to Corpus Christi bays and vicinity ia 
Texas. He announces the capture of the rebel 
armed vessel Breaker; also the destruction of 
the rebel armed schooner 
Hannah. 

The clay succeeding the encounter with 
these vessels he landeil at Corpus Christi under 
a Hag of truce, and had an interview with 
Maj. Hobby, in command of tbe rebels, and 
Judge Gilpin, Chief Justice ofthe countrv, 
of whom be demanded tbe evacuation of the 
town by the military, adding if they refused 
it would be necessary to remove the women 
and children, as he should open fire. The 
rebels asked for forty-eight hours in which to 
consider tbe proposition, which was granted. 
This time they used in erecting batteries from 
which they fired upon our vessels. Tbe fire 
was returned with spirit. The batteries were 
soon silenced, but as soon as tbe firing ceased 
on our side they reopened on us. Firing was 
kept up for two or three days, when the rebels, 
having been scattered by our fire, retreated to 
the plains. 

The rebel reinforcements, however, ap- 
proaching, and our ammunition being nearly 
exhausted, it was deemed best not to pursue 
our advantage for the purpose of repairing th* 
slight damage done the vessels and gyting a sup- 
ply of ammunition, that a more vigorous at- 
tack to-night be made. Our loss was on* 
killed and none wounded. 

New York, Sept. 10. 

New Orleans papers ofthe 1st report that aa 
expedition under Col. Thomas along the coast 
routed a band of guerillas, c aptured 1,500 oxea 
and horses three guerillas and other cattle. 
Three of our men were wounded and one guer- 
illa killed. 

According to a correspondent of a Mobile 
paper writing from Jackson, Miss., much con- 
cern was felt there that the Federals would 
capture a large wagon train sent to Hindman. 
Our cavalry were in pursuit of it. 

On the 20th ult. there was some excitement 
among the rebels in expectation that tbe rebel 
ship yard on the Yazoo river, where several 
gunboats were nearly completed, might be 
destroyed. 

The eteamer Iberville was fired into bv 
guerillas about sixty miles above New Or- 
leans. The guerillas had raptured two 
ing schooners.
